besides ha v ing these priv ileg es, lea v e 
the children in the care of a com­ 
petent nurse while shopping or ca ll­ 
ing upon friends. 
Quite a sensible, long -needed, mod­ 
ern conv enience, don’t y ou think? 
Sey mour, 
a 
southern 
Indiana 
city of about 
7 ,000 population, 
ha s a fa rmers’ club with a 
membership of more than 1,000. 
It ha s been in 
opera tion since October, 19 14, and is a thoroug h 
success. 
During 19 16 the a v era g e daiiy number 
o f v isitors to the d u b wa s about 150. 
The ex istence of the club is due— the plain truth 
m ust be told—to the public spirit and g enerosity 
of two business men of Sey mour, and not to a ny 
specia l enterprise on the part of either the fa rm­ 
ers or the citizens of the town. 
The Blish broth­ 
ers own a larg e flour mill and g rain elev a tors. 
T hey 
are 
g randchildren 
of 
Capt. 
Meedy 
W. 
Shields, founder of Sey mour, himself a fa rmer of 
energ y and v ision, whose fortune, it seems, wa s 
the nest-eg g of the Blish esta te. 
For many y ea rs

offered

Weil, surely nobody is in a position really to ap­ 
preciate this conv enience more than the farm peo­ 
ple.

The club ha s been Incorporated under tin* laws 
of tie* sta te an» l the org a niza tion is self-perpetua t­ 
ing .

Beca use it wa s an untried ex periment—some­ 
thing that ha dn’t been done before, and all tha t— 
the business men of Sey mour probably wouldn’t 
hav e put up tin* money for esta blishing the club 
and ma inta ining it perpetua lly if the ma tter had 
been proposed to them. Now, if they were a sked 
to reimburse the donors fully and make prov isions 
for ma intena nce, they ’d jointly jump at tin* prop­ 
osition—simply as a piece of first-class civ ic In­ 
v estm ent; wha t y ou mig ht call a trade mag net.

way to understand a Biblical term is 
to study th e way in wh ich it is used 
in th e Bible. 
So we may arrive at tlie 
meaning of tem ptation by a study of 
tin* word in th e New Testament. 
In th e ninth ch apter of th e Acts, th e 
twenty -six th verse, we read: 
“And 
wh en h e was come to Jerusalem, h e 
assay ed to join h imself to th e disciples 
and th ey were all afraid of h im, not 
believing h e was a disciple.” Th is ref­ 
erence is to Raul after h is conversion. 
Th e word translated “assay ed” is our 
word “ tempted.” 
H ere it m eans th a t 
I'au! endeavored or tried to join h im­ 
self to th e disciples. 
T urning to th e Revelation, ch apter 
two, verse two, we read: 
“Th ou h ast 
tried th em th at say th ey are apostles 
and are not and found th em liars.” 
Th is time our 
word 
is 
translated 
“tried” and m eans to try in th e sense 
of testing to ascertain th e quality ; as 
for ex ample, metals are tried. 
In th is 
same sense th e word is used of our 
Lord w h en we r e a d: 
“For in th at h e 
h imself h ath suffered being tempted, 
h e is able to succor th em th at are 
tempted.” 
(Heh . 2:18.) 
T h at is. our 
Lord’s steadfastness or moral quality 
was tried; it stood th e test and be­ 
cause it did, be is able to deliver th e 
tempted. 
Ch rist’s ex perience in th e wilderness 
h elps us to understand th at tem pta­ 
tion may be an endeavor to draw one 
away from virtue by suggestion to sin. 
Th is is probably th e common idea of 
th e word. 
Yet, it by no means com­ 
prehends all th ere is In th e ex perience 
iff temptation. 
We, th erefore, con­ 
clude from our study th at any th ing 
wh ich tries or proves one as to h is 
ch aracter, h is faith , h is steadfastness, 
w h eth er it be a testing under trial or 
a solicitation to do evil, is a tem pta­ 
tion. 
Paul In h is epistle to th e Galatians 
(4:14) speaks of h is temptation In th e 
flesh . 
W h atever th a t was, it was some 
sort of a serious bodily ailment, for in 
th e verse preceding h e say s: “Th rough 
infirmity of th e flesh I preach ed th e 
gospel unto y ou.” 
Well, we say , w h at 
is th ere in ph y sical suffering to cause 
a ch ild of God to rejoice? 
No doubt 
about th e fact th at a ph y sical ailm ent 
tests Ch ristian ch aracter, but wh ere 
does rejoicing come in? Let us revert 
again t<» Paul, wh o tells us h e 
be­ 
sough t th e Lord th rice to remove h is 
th orn in tlie flesh . 
God instead of do­ 
ing it, said: 
“My grace is sufficient 
for th ee.” 
And Paul by ph y sical suf­ 
fering, learned w h at lie could not learn 
in any oth er way , th e sweetness and 
sufficiency of God's grace. 
Only today I met a friend wh o h ad 
been sick. 
He said to m e: 
“W h en I 
was sick I h ad th e best time I ever 
h ad in my life. 
I was so h appy ; th e 
Lord was very near and precious.” He, 
y ou see. was rejoicing because h e ex ­ 
perienced wh at many a suffering ch ild 
h as—tlie nearness and preciousness of 
God. 
O utw ard circumstances like th e fiery 
trials Peter speaks of (I P eter 4:12) 
m ay

tem ptation 
of 
some, 
but few in th ese day s suffer severe 
persecution; but h ow many do know 
w h at r< al adversity and affliction are, 
th e* loss » if a loved one, position, prop­ 
erty ? 
IIow can th ey rejoice? 
B ut 
th ey do, as 1 know. 
I h ave seen th em 
smiling th rough th e tears; 
I 
h ave 
h eard th orn say : 
"Bless God, it’s all 
righ t.” 
And as th ey drew* a fresh 
supply from th e fountain of h is grace, 
I h ave h eard th em sing 
with 
new 
m eaning and power, “ Praise God from 
wh om all blessings flow.” 
One wh om 
I knew well, wh o suffered more se­ 
verely th an most men, said to me. 
wh en I offered my sy m path y : 
“If I 
h ad my ch oice of freedom or trial such 
as I h ave passed th rough , knowing 
w h at I nowr do of God and h is grace, I 
would ch oose trial.” 
Ib*. too, y ou see, 
rejoiced in th at h e h ad fallen Into 
temptation and h is testimony m akes 
th e reason for h is rejoicing obvious.
